Two German Aviators Captured 
By Basques Sentenced to Death 
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Convicted of Murder by Popular Tribunal— 
One Warns “Germany Will Never Permit” 
Verdict to Be Carried Out. 


By the Associated Press. 

BILBAO, Spain, May 21.—Two 
captured German aviators were sen- 
tenced to death today on charges of 
military rebellion and murder. 

The two officers, downed on the 
Basque front, were convicted by a 
popular tribunal of waging warfare 
against the Government of Spain in 


the forces of insurgent Gen. Fran- 
cisco Franco. They are Capt. Walter 
Keinzel and Lieut. Gunther Schulze. 

Lieut. Schulze defiantly warned 
Basque authorities today after he 
was sentenced, that “Germany will 
never permit” them to carry out 
their verdict. 

A Febus (governmental Spanish) 
Agency account of the trial said 
Capt. Keinzel testified he had been 
in the regular German army before 
he came to Spain voluntarily last 
January. Influenced by German 
press photographers, who convinced 
him that Soviet Russia was aiding 
the Spanish Government, Capt. 


Keinzel said he enlisted to oppose 
the “Russian influence.” He arrived 
at Cadiz, Spain, last Feb. 18 aboard 
the German steamer Hilma, which 
he boarded at Kiel, Germany. 

His first command in Spain, he 
said, was an escadrille of nine war 
planes protecting insurgent com- 
munication lines in the sector near 
Talavera de la Reina, west and 
south of Madrid. Then he was trans- 
ferred to Vitoria, insurgent base of 
the northern Spanish front. He said 
Gen. Franco’s air forces there com- 
prised 24 planes with German 
crews, 


Lieut. Schulze testified he sailed 
for Spain aboard the Italian ship 
Conte Rosso and reached the civil 
war front through Portugal after 
disembarking at Lisbon. He was 
assigned first to Seville, in South- 
western Spain, then was transferred 
to the Madrid front and later to the 
Basque campaign. 

He, too, said he came to Spain 
voluntarily after two years in the 
German army. 


4? ELECTION OFFICIALS 
T0 BE CITED BY BOARD 


Facing Dismissal for Alleged 
Violation of Instructions in 
March 12 Primary. 


Forty-two election judges and 
clerks, the complete staffs in seven 
precincts, will be cited to appear 
before the Board of Election Com- 
missioners to show cause why they 
should not surrender their commis- 
sions for alleged violations of the 
board’s instructions in conducting 
the municipal primary election 
March 12, William H. Woodward, 
chairman of the board, announced 
today after a board meeting. 

Woodward declined to disclose 
the names of the officials or the 
precincts involved, but said these 
would be announced next Tuesday 
or Wednesday when formal notices 
are mailed the officials involved. 
He also declined to disclose the 
nature of the charges except to say 
that they concerned reported viola- 
tions of the board’s instructions. 

Woodward also said that there 
was no evidence of fraud insofar 
as making false counts of the bal- 
lots was concerned. The violations, 
he said, were rather failure to com- 
ply strictly with the board’s in- 
structions, and the charges to be 
prepared against the officials would 
be based on reports of voters, dep- 
uties stationed at the polls in the 
primary, and on the board’s own 
examination of the tally sheets and 
other records filled out by the elec- 
tion officials themselves. 

Hearings, Woodward said, would 
start in about two weeks and any 
official unable to give a satisfactory 
explanation of his failure to com- 
ply with board regulations at the 
election would be dismissed.

ROOSEVELT STILL MUM 
ON COURT VACANCY 


Declares He Has Nat Consid- 
ered Who Should Fill Justice 
Van Devanter’s Post.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at his press confer- 
ence today announced that it would 
be some time before he would even 
consider a successor to Justice Wil- 
lis Van Devanter, who on Tuesday 
informed the President he would 
retire from the court June 2.

10,000 IN RAIN GREET TOKIO 
FLYERS, BACK FROM LONDON 


Iinuma and Tsukagoshi Awarded 
Order of Sacred Treasury by 
Imperial Government.

TOKIO, May 21.—A crowd of 
10,000 persons stood in a driving 
rain today to greet the Japanese 
flyers, Masaaki Iinuma and Kenji 
Tsukagoshi, at the end of their rec- 
ord-breaking flight to London and 
back.

U. S. Judge Davis Defers 
Decision on an Applica- 
tion for Probation for 


This Prisoner. 


George M. Lindsay of Kansas City 
and three co-defendants, convicted 
May 6 of using the mails to defraud 
through traffic in faked medical di- 
plomas and licenses, were sentenced 
to prison terms today by United 
States District Judge Charles B. 
Davis. 

Lindsay and Date R. Alexander, 
former secretary of the defunct 
Kansas City College of Medicine and 
Surgery, were sentenced to four 
years in Leavenworth Penitentiary. 
George M. Lindsay Jr., stepson of 
the man accused as ringleader, re- 
ceived three years, and “Prince” Ali 
Yehi Debeh, two years. 

The sentences were imposed after 
Judge Davis had overruled their 
motions for a new trial. Defense 
counsel argued on behalf of Debeh 
that the evidence had not connected 
him with the scheme but had 
showed merely that he had bought 
a medical license from the elder 
Lindsay for $2500. He asked the 
Court to consider his client’s war 
record, asserting he had been deco- 
rated for gallantry, and the fact 
that his wife and child were de- 
pendent on him. 

Notice of Appeal. 

When Judge Davis deferred de- 
cision on an application for proba- 
tion for Debeh, the defense filed 
notice of appeal and the Court said 
he would fix the bond later. Judge 
Davis said he considered Debeh cul- 
pable in a lesser degree than the 
others. 

“This is a particularly unpleasant 
task, as may be generally known,” 
Judge Davis remarked in prepar- 
ing to announce the sentences. He 
referred to the fact that the elder 
Lindsay was registrar at the City 
College of Law & Finance here 
when he was an instructor at the 
school. 

Four Taken in Custody. 


The four were taken in custody 
by the United States Marshal after 
the Court had denied a request of 
counsel for a short stay of execu- 
tion to permit them to arrange 
their affairs. Judge Davis indicat- 
ed he might change his ruling if 
substantial grounds for a stay were 
shown. 

The wife of the younger Lindsay 
gasped as his sentence was pro- 
nounced and then wept quietly. 

Concurrent sentences were im- 
posed on each of the eight counts 
of the indictment. 

Each count carried a maximum 
punishment of five years in pris- 
on and a fine of $1000. 

Two other defendants, who had 
pleaded guilty and _ testified for 
the Government, have received sus- 
pended fines of $100 each. They 
were Mrs. Myrtle Long, former 
secretary of the lowa Board of 
Chiropractic Examiners, and Ar- 
thur E. Krebs of Chicago, former- 
ly of St. Louis. 

William T. Gallagher, Wellston 
optometrist, placed on trial with the 
other four April 27, was acquitted 
by a directed verdict at the close of 
the Government's case. Not yet 
tried are Dr. Claude E. Laws, for- 
mer secretary of the Arkansas 
Eclectic Board of Examiners, and 
John E. Hamilton of Fort Worth, 
Tex. 

Government’s Case. 

At the trial the Government in- 
troduced evidence, including let- 
ters, that 15 persons from Missou- 
ri and five other states had paid 
a total of $15,450 to the elder Lind- 
say and Alexander for’ spurious 
medical credentials; that — the 
younger Lindsay solicited prospec- 
tive. purchasers of licenses and de- 
livered faked documents after they 
were bought; that Debeh, arrested 
here in 1934 and warned not to 
practice medicine, went to Penn- 
sylvania and continued to treat 
persons suffering from arthritis. 

The Government charged that 
Debeh, former Missouri farm boy, 
posed as an Egyptian Prince and 
arthritis specialist and that Alex- 
ander, lately operator of a filling 
station in Southwest Missouri, is- 
sued faked diplomas. 

Contention of the Government 
was that the four defendants were 
partners in a scheme, dangerous to 
the public to get money from chiro- 
practors and others who wanted to 
practice medicine without spending 
time for training, and that the four

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 21.— 


A jury in United States District 
Court today convicted all four de- 
fendants in the seventh vote fraud 
trial of conspiracy to corrupt the 
ballot. 


The jury, which deliberated for 
about an hour, returned verdicts 
against Robert Strohm, Pendergast 


precinct captain who dominated the | 
polls of the seventh precinct of the | 
Twelfth Ward at the last national | 
election in which Federal investiga- | 


tors found 212 of about 500 ballots 
had been altered; Gene Riley, Dem- 


ocratic judge, Mrs. Irene Ervin, Re- | 


publican clerk, and Thomas Aus- 


ley, Democratic inside challenger. | 
A fifth defendant, George Arnold, | 
Democratic judge, pleaded guilty at. 


the outset of the trial Monday and 
testified for the Government. 

The verdict was returned at 12:30 
o'clock. In seven vote fraud trials 
36 defendants have been convicted, 
eight pleaded no defense and threw 
themselves on the mercy of the 
court, and a jury disagreed in the 
case of three. There have been no 
acquittals. Arnold is the only 
one of 126 indicted so far in the 
Federal investigation, to plead 
guilty. 

The foreman of the jury, Guy 
Everhardt of Granby, Mo., said aft- 
er the discharge of the jury that 
“the verdict speaks for itself.’ 
United States District Judge Albert 
L. Reeves announced he would pro- 
nounce sentences next Friday morn- 
ing. Defense counsel then arranged 
appeal bonds. 

The case went to the jury at 
11:10 this morning after Judge 
Reeves had charged the jurors that 
accomplishment of a common pur- 
pose constituted a conspiracy even 
if no word were spoken. 

Exact Instructions to Jury. 

In his hour and 40-minute 
charge, Judge Reeves pointed out 
that if no conspiracy to corrupt the 
ballot is established the ballot stuf- 
fing activities at the seventh pre- 
cinct of the Twelfth Ward do not 
fall under the scope of Federal law. 

But in reviewing the testimony he 
inferred a conspiracy existed. The 
court recalled testimony that De- 
fendant Strohm, to whom the de- 
fense has ascribed all blame, ob- 
served to an official that “We are 
going to put this thing over.” 

It was undisputed, Judge Reeves 
said, that Strohm remained in the 
polling place most of the day with- 
out protest by the officials who are 
defendants. The Judge questioned 
the act of an official in permitting 
him to cast 50 votes and accepting 
without question the explanation 
that they were “court orders.” 
Defendants’ Attitude on Count. 

Another witness, Judge Reeves re- 
called, testified the Defendant 
Audley changed the ballots and 
that he altered several at his di- 
rection. He questioned Audley’s 
testimony that he neither saw nor 
did anything irregular and left the 
polls for a rest, returning because 
he feared not to. 

“If he was doing nothing, why did 
he return?” the Court asked. The 
evidence, he continued, indicated 
the two defendant election officials 
knew the votes were not counted, 
but certified €hem as counted never- 
theless. 

There was no excuse for Arnold 
to change ballots because he feared 
he would lose his job, the Judge 
observed. 

The eighth vote fraud trial, orig- 
inally scheduled to begin today, was 
put off until next Monday by Judge 
Reeves. Six election officials and 
two Democratic workers in the 
Eighteenth precinct of the Third 
Ward are the defendants. 

Government’s Argument. 

Maurice M. Milligan, United 
States District Attorney delivered 
the closing argument in the cur- 
rent trial yesterday. He accused 
defense counsel of “mud slinging” 
and asserted the records of his of- 
fice were “an open book.” 

“T am going to be in this office 
until November, 1938, unless’ the 
Attorney-General and the Presi- 
dent take me out,” Milligan 
shouted. 

The defense called three of the 
four defendants to the stand to 
testify that the fourth, Strohm 
dominated the polls in the Seventh

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1500 AT QALENA. MO. 
SEE MURDERER HANGED 


Roscoe Jackson, Who Killed 
St. Louis Salesman, Asks 
for Forgiveness. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
GALENA, Mo., May 21.—Roscoe 
(Red) Jackson, 36 years old, was 


hanged here at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing for the murder of Pearl Bo- 
zarth, St. Louis traveling salesman, 
while a crowd of 1500 persons 
looked on. 

After he mounted a _ scaffold 
built adjoining the jail in the court- 
house square, Jackson made a 
speech of several minutes to the 
crowd, which filled a 40-foot square 
stockade around the scaffold and 
overflowed outside. 

“This is the end of me,” he said. 
“I’m the cause of all this public 
confusion. I guess it’s asking too 
much for everyone concerned to 
forgive me, but I want all to know 
that I meet death with a heart free 
of all hatred. I blame no one for 
this but myself, and the law is 
merely doing its duty.” 

A Catholic priest prayed with 
Jackson as the noose was being ad- 
justed, the condemned man calmly 
repeating the supplication. As Sher- 
iff I H. Coin of Stone County 
stepped back after fixing the noose, 
Jackson shouted, “Good-by, folks!” 
The Sheriff sprang the trap and 
Jackson was pronounced dead 10 
minutes later. 

Many of the spectators came from 
other counties in the Southwestern 
Ozarks, and some came from Ar- 
kansas and Oklahoma. It was the 
first public hanging in the history 
of Stone County. 

Jackson, an oil field worker of 
Pauls Valley, Ok., shot Bozarth, a 
poultry tonic salesman, to death on 
a road near Brownbranch, in Taney 
County, in August, 1934, after Bo- 
zarth had picked the man up in. his 
automobile. Jackson stole Bozarth’s 
car and was driving it when he was 
arrested in Oklahoma eight days 
later, after the finding of the body. 
He confessed after conviction. 

Bozarth, the murdered man, lived 
at the Majestic Hotel when in St. 
Louis. 


50 SENT TO FRENCH JAILS 
FOR TRYING TO ENTER SPAIN 


Several Americans Said to Be In- 
cluded; Sought to Enlist 
in War.

PARIS, May 21.—Fifty foreign- 
ers, believed to include several un- 
identified Americans, were sen- 
tenced to varying prison terms to- 
day on charges of violating the 
French law against Spanish war 
volunteers. 

Thirty arrested near Ortaffa were 
given one month sentences; 14 
taken in custody near Ceret drew 
20-day terms; and six arrested at 
Luchon were given one month each.

INDIAN RULER DIES 
IN PARIS AFTER FALL 


Maharaja of Alwar Fractured 
Hip and Shoulder in Tumble 
Saturday.

PARIS, May 21.—The Maharaja 


of Alwar died Wednesday in a 
Paris hotel. He was 55 years old. 


He stumbled on a stairway while 
leaving a squash court Saturday, 
suffering hip and shoulder frac- 
tures. Complications set in which 
caused his death. 

His whole retinue of 24 servants, 
including an orchestra, will accom- 
pany the body to Bombay. There, 
in keeping with Indian tradition, 
the Maharaja’s nearest male rela- 
tive, having remained 12 days in 
solitude without washing or shav- 
ing, will kindle the funeral pyre 
on which the Maharaja’s body will 
be cremated. 

The favorite of the Maharaja's 
three wives remained sobbing be- 
side the body in a hotel here. Al- 
though she was not the Maharanee 
because she was not of proper 
caste, she had followed the Maha- 
raja into exile and had stayed at 
his bedside night and day, food- 
less, after the accident that caused 
his death.

FRONTIER, May 21.—Biibao’s mi- 
litiamen went over the top today in 


a series of counterattacks intended 
to beat back insurgents from the 
triple line of fortifications just out- 
side the city. 

The counter drives launched with 
support of a squadron of Govern- 
ment planes, were reported by the 
Basque Defense Council to have 
put Italian-reinforced forces of 
Gen. Emilio Mola to flight in the 
Munguia sector, nine miles north 
of the Basque capital. 

The airmen and Basque infantry- 
men were said to have taken great 
quantities of arms and munitions 
from their enemy and to have 
stopped—momentarily, at least— 
two sections of the insurgents ad- 
vancing against the Biscay seaport. 

The insurgents reported, however, 
that they had captured three miles 
of highway between Munguia and 
Guernica, as well as the villages 
of Fruniz and Morga, before a rain- 
storm halted their operations. 

Basque Planes Drop Bombs. 

In the other active sector, around 
Amorebieta, about eight miles 
southeast of Bilbao, Basque planes 
dropped bombs over all of Gen. 
Mola’s forces, said a Bilbao radio 
report. 

The insurgent communique was 
silent on the Amorebieta situation 
but said the northern wings ad- 
vance in the Munguia area resulted 
in straightening Gen. Mola’s line 
between that sector and Amore- 
bieta. 

Insurgent headquarters said rebel] 
troops had capttred 26 Englishmen 
and several Russians in fighting 
near Munguia. 

Munguia, nine centuries old, ap- 
peared to be the immediate objec- 
tive of the insurgents. The town, 
normally of about 5000 population, 
lies south of the pass between the 
coastal peaks of Jata and Sollube 
and is the principal barrier to ap- 
proach on Bilbao from the north. 

Fighting Around Munguia, 

Munguia was the center of heavy 
land fighting yesterday while 
bombing planes of both sides flew 
over the Basque countryside. 

Gen. Mola’s semi-mechanized ar 
my opened attacks simultaneously 
from four points near Munguia— 
in the Gatica sector to the west, 
Menaca to the northeast, Fruniz to 
the east and Fica to the southeast. 

Cloud-darkened skies cleared up 
for a while in the morning to aid 
the insurgents. From the Gatica 
sector they moved forward a wave 
of tanks while field pieces to the 
rear and machine guns in advanced 
positions fired on the Basque posie 
tions, 

The onslaught failed to budge the 
Basques. They clung to their posi- 
tions for hours until the attack had 
spent itself, then clambered from 
their water-logged dugouts and 
drove forward. 

Rebels Taken by Surprise. 

Southeast of Munguia, Gen Mo~ 
la’s men apparently were taken by 
surprise in the midst of their own 
push. They fell back and the shout- 
ing Basques leaped into machine 
gun nests and captured several of 
the weapons. 

Gen. Mola apparently had cast 
aside a plan to thrust southwest- 
ward along the coast to the Bilbao 
estuary, mouth of the Nervion 
River. From _ shoreline emplace- 
ments his artillery could shell ships 
bringing food to or carrying ref- 
ugees from the beleaguered capital 
which lies about five miles inland, 

Capture of Munguia would facile 
itate the insurgent advance toward 
Begona and ultimately to the northe 
ern gates of Bilbao.

LAKEHURST, N. J., May 21.— 
Dr. Ludwig Duerr, ehief construc- 
tion director of the Hindenburg, 
told the Department of Commerce 
investigating board today that it 
was impossible to set a dirigible on 
fire by engine sparks. 

His testimony struck a blow at 
the theory that sparks flying from 
the Hindenburg’s motor exhausts 
somehow ignited the ship’s highly 
inflammable hydrogen and caused 
the May 6 disaster which took 36 
lives. 

Dr. Duerr, who began his airship 
career with Count Zeppelin and has 
supervised design of every dirigible 
built in Germany in the past 38 
years, described experiments con- 
ducted to determine if exhaust 
sparks were a danger. 

Gasoline, hydrogen and even 
nitro-cellulose were placed inside ex- 
haust pipes in these experiments to 
test whether the sparks would ig- 
nite it, he said, and the inflamma- 
ble substances were never ignited.

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DEFENSE OPENS 
UASE AT GIRL'S 
MURDER TRIAL 


Her Lawyer Says in Open- 
ing Argument That He 
Will Show That Youth 
Killed Her Mother. 


NO STATEMENT 
MADE FOR BOY 


Father of Gladys Mac- 


Knight in Jersey City 
Courtroom, Ready io 
Testify in Her Behazf.

JERSEY CITY, N. J., May 21.— 
Counsel for 17-year-old Gladys Mac- 
Knight said today the girl would 
take the witness stand and testify 
that her co-defendant and former 
sweetheart, Donald Wightman, 
swung the hatchet that killed her 
mother, and that she did not know 
what was happening until Mrs. 
MackKnight collapsed in her arms. 

The announcement was made in 
the opening argument of the de- 


fense in the trial of Miss Mac- 
Knight and the 18-year-old former 
choir boy on charges of murder. 

The prosecution rested this morn- 
ing. Counsel for Wightman waived 
his opening plea. 

As her lawyer, R. Lewis Kennedy, 
outlined her defense, Miss Mac- 
Knight closed her eves and swayed, 
and police matrons, holding her by 
the arms, helped her from the 
courtroom as a luncheon recess was 
taken. 

Her father, Edgar MackKnight, 
was in court, ready to testify in his 
daughter's defense. 

“Life and VJeath” Struggle. 


Kennedy said he would show the 
killing occurred in a life and death 
struggle of the mother, the irl 
and Wightman. 


Kennedy said the girl and Wight- 
man were standing together in the 
kitchen, kissing, when the mother 
suddenly appeared at a door lead- 
ing from a porch. 

She had a knife in her hand, and 
raised it, Kennedy continued, Miss 
MackKnight wrestled with her moth- 
er, then seized a second knife, and 
another struggle ensued, until the 
mother collapsed in the girl’ 
arms, he said. 

It was only then, Kennedy said, 
that Miss MackKnight saw _ the 
blood-stained hatchet in Wight- 
man’s hands. 

Wightman’s lawyer, George Vick- 
ers, told reporters after the recess 
was called: “I waived my opening 
because I refuse to place the 
hatchet in the girl’s hands. If the 
evidence places it there, that’s dif- 
ferent.” He said Kennedy’s state- 
ment “simply knocks me flat.” 


Kennedy traced the movements 
of the MacKnight family and 
Wightman up to the time of the 
killing, and then told the jury: “I 
think you should hear the rest of 
the story from the witnesses them- 
selves.” 

Judge Thomas F. Meaney in- 
structed him, however, that it was 
his duty to outline the defense in 
more definite form. 


Yesterday’s Testimony. 


John J. Rigney, superintendent of 
the Bayonne Police Bureau of Iden- 
tification, testified yesterday that 
MackKnight told him he took a 
kitchen knife from his dead wife's 
right hand. 

Also on the record were alleged 
statements from Miss MackKnight 
and Wightman to police quoting 
them as saying the mother ad- 
vanced on them with a knife. 

When Rigney quoted Macknight 
as having said he took the knife 
from his wife’s hand, Wightman’s 
lawyer shouted-a demand that he 
repeat “took the knife out of his 
wife’s right hand.” 

The defendants sat calmly with 
little change of expression as they 
listened to the day’s testimony. 
Once the girl leaned forward, put 
her chin in her hand and half 
smiled as Police Chief Cornelius 
O’Neill of Bayonne testified she 
told him shortly after her arrest 
that it was “none of your damn 
business” who killed her mother.

Last word from Endeavour I, re- 
ceived by Viva Saturday night, 
shortly before radio communication 
failed, was “All well,” and that it 
was proceeding at six knots on a 
south-westerly course.

FAILURE WOULD 
COST $15,000,000 


Funds Available Would Be 
Reduced One-Half; U. 5. 
Gives Hearing on Mis- 
souri Delay. _

JEFFERSON CITY, May 21. — 
Gov. Stark said today that, unless 
the Casey Social Security bill was 
passed by the Legislature by June 
1, he feared the State would lose 
further Federal assistance for 
State old-age pensions. 

The Casey bill, proposing a non- 
political commission to administer 
the State relief, old-age pensions 
and child welfare programs, was 
passed by the Senate nearly two 
weeks ago and is now being con- 
sidered by the House Committee on 
Social Security. The committee 
studied the bill again last night but 
failed to report it to the House. 

The measure, considered by au- 
thorities as being one of the most 
constructive measures offered to 
the assembly in many years, pro 
poses. to correct many of the ad- 
ministrative defects of the present 
Social Security program in the 
State. The present old-age-pension 
administration has been criticised 
severely by Federal authorities as 
being in violation of the National 
Social Security Act. 

Must Show Cause. 

Gov. Stark has been notified by 
the Féderal Social Security Board 
in Washington that the State must 
show cause why it should not be 
cut off from further Federal grants 
for failing to establish an adminis- 
trative system as required in the 
national act. The origina] hearing, 
set for May 11, was postponed at 
the request of the Governor until 
Tuesday, and then further post- 
poned until June 1. 

Loss of the Federal grants for 
old-age pensions will cost the State 
approximately $15,000,000 for the 
next two years, reducing by about 
one-half the funds that will be avail-‘ 
able for pension purposes in the 
State. 

The National Social Security 
Board has condemned the Missouri 
system because of its lack of proper 
administrative machinery, object- 
ing particularly to the method of 
paying the pensions through sev- 
eral State agencies instead of con- 
solidating that work under the di- 
rect supervision of the State Old- 
Age Assistance Board. Also criti- 
cised was the State’s method of in- 
vestigating pension applicants, lack 
of proper records, and failure to re- 
investigate the persons on the pen- 
sion rolls each year. 

Casey Bill Approved. 

Gov. Stark said he had been in- 
formed that the Casey bill had 
been approved tentatively by a rep- 
resentative of the National Social 
Security Board. The Governor said 


" he was told that the measure, in its 


present form, would conform to the 
requirements of the Federal Act 
and, if enacted, would insure’ the 
continuation of Federal aid to the 
State. 

This places the full responsibil- 
ity of the situation on the members 
of the House committee, many of 
whom are known to look unfavor- 
ably on the non-political features of 
the bill. The committee has held 
two hearings on the bill and Repre- 
sentative Morris Osburn of Shelby 
County, chairman, said _ several 
more would be necessary before the 
bill could be reported to the House. 
He admitted the measure probably 


* would be amended considerably but 


so far has declined to comment on 
the nature of the amendments. 
Members’ Objections. 

Other members of the commit- 
tee have shown a disposition to op- 
pose the provisions in the bill re- 
quiring the employment of trained 
social workers for the investiga- 
tion of applicants and recommen- 
dation of the amounts they shall 
receive in pensions while others 
object to conditional Federal grants 
as an attempt of the National Gov- 
ernment to dominate the affairs 
of the State. 

‘It is virtually certain that the 
bill will have to go into conference 
committee to settle the differences 
between the House and Senate, but 
the strong support of Senator Ca- 
sey of Kansas City, author of the 
bill, and Senator McReynolds of 
Carthage Should be sufficient to 
keep the bill in the Same form as it 
was passed by the Senate.

size in the American Automobile 
Association.

MAN BEATENBY DEPUTY 
WINS $15,000 VERDICT 


Jury Makes Award to Martin 
Donelon Agfainst Ex-Sheriff 
Philip G. Deuser. 


A verdict for $15,000 damages for 
a beating at the hands of a Deputy 
Sheriff was returned by a jury in 
Circuit Court at Clayton yesterday 
in favor of Martin Donelon, 26 years 
old, 6241 Lenox avenue, Wellston. 

The judgment was against Philip 
G. Deuser, former Sheriff of St. 
Louis County, and his bonding com- 


pany, the Fidelity & Deposit Co. of 
Maryland. The suit was for $50,000. 

Donelon testified he was struck 
several times on the head with a 
club by Clarence Zahner, a deputy 
under Deuser, on Nov. 5, 1933, and 
subsequently was declared insane 
by the Probate Court. He said he 
was a patient in the State Asylum 
at Farmington from January to 
April, 1934, when he was discharged 
as cured. 

Zahner denied hitting the plaintiff 
on the head with a club.. He ex- 
plained that he and another deputy 
were sent to stop a fight between 
four men, one of them Donelon, in 
the 6200 block of Easton avenue, 
and had to use force. He said he 


hit Donelon once in the face with 
a rubber billy. 

Expert medical testimony differed 
as to the cause of Donelon’s tempo- 
rary insanity. Alienists testified for 
the plaintiff that his insanity re- 
sulted from an injury of the brain, 
such as could be caused by a blow 
on the head. Physicians appearing 
for the defense described Donelon's 
condition as dementia praecox. 

Defense counsel said a motion for 
a new trial would be filed with 
Circuit Judge Julius R. Nolte.

MORE EVIDENCE IN TAX SUIT 
BY VISCOUNT ASTOR’S HEIRS 


Efforts Made to Show English Lord 
Did Not Try to Evade U. S. 
Estate Levies. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—Attorneys 
for the heirs of Viscount William 
Waldorf Astor added several letters 
yesterday to evidence offered in 
Federal Court to prove that a trust 
fund created by the American-born 
English Lord in 1919 was not es- 
tablished to escape American estate 
taxes. 

The United States Government 
collected approximately $10,000,000 
in estate levies on the fund, which 
with interest would amount to $20,- 
000,000. The heirs are suing to re- 
cover that sum, contending that 
the trust was not created in antic- 
ipation of death. 

A letter from Viscount Astor to 
Janson, Cobb, Pearson & Co., Lon- 
don lawyers, offered in evidence, 
contained a phrase to the effect 
that “the settlement was to antic- 
ipate the provisions of my will.” A 
deposition by Russell Asquith 
Wooding, a member of the firm, 
explained that “the phrase is a com- 
mon one and means that the provi- 
sions of the trust were to take 
effect on his death. It does not 
connote even the remotest anticipa-

Measures Are Approved 
Unanimously Exactly as 


Submitted by the Board 


of Estimate. 


The annual municipal budget and 
tax rate bills were passed unani- 
mously by the Board of Aldermen 
today, exactly as submitted by the 


Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, 

Appropriations of $32,271,850 were 
made in the budget bilt for the fis- 
cal year which began last month, in- 
cluding $20,365,379 for general city 
expenditures, The remainder, was 
for the self-sustaining Water Divi- 
sion and for the requirements of 
the bond interest and sinking fund. 
The total was $2,752,288 larger than 
the bill a year ago, due almost en- 
tirely to increased requirements of 
the sinking fund. General appro- 
priations were only $56,700 larger 
than in the budget bill a year ago. 

The tax rate was fixed at $1.35 
on the $100 valuation for general 
purposes and 40 cents for the 
interest and sinking fund, the 
same as last year in each in- 
stance. Including the 87-cent 
school rate and 15-cent State rate, 
the aggregate levy in St. Louis will 
be $2.77, unchanged from 1936, The 
city abandoned a proposal for a 
new 10-cent street and bridge main- 
tenance tax rate when the Board 
of Education refused to make a 
corresponding cut in its charge to 
offset it. 

No Provision for Relief. 

The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the Aldermen approved the 
budget bill yesterday. Passage of 
this measure was in sharp con- 
trast with the experience of earlier 
years of the Dickmann adminis- 
tration, when an unfriendly Demo- 
cratic majority in the board caused 
delays on the budget and decreases 
in some allowances. 

No provision was made in the 
new budget for public relief, esti- 
mated to cost the city more than 
$1,000,000 for the year; for elimi- 
nation of the record deficit of $2,- 
017,590 left at the end of the last 
fiscal year, or for appropriations 
exceeding anticipated income by 
about $100,000. 

However, new tax measures, es- 
timated to raise a total of $1,- 
089,000 annually, have been in- 
troduced in the Board of Alder- 
men and referred to a special rev- 
enue committee. Alderman Wal- 
ter H. Toberman, chairman of the 
committee, announced today that 
its first meeting would be held at 
2:30 p. m. Tuesday. He thought 
the measures, including a gallon- 
age tax on beer, a baseball tax 
and taxes on railroad mileage, ga- 
rages and parking lots, could be 
passed by June 15, when the board 
will adjourn for the summer. 

New Grain License Voted. 

The board passed unanimously 
a bill introduced by Toberman. a 
grain merchant, to fix the annual 
license tax of grain merchants at 


'$50 a year instead of the sliding 


scale based on volume heretofore 
in use. Toberman, expressing the 
opinion the net income of the city

Approval of the annual standard- 
ization bill, fixing wages of city 
employes, was voted by the Board 
of Estimate. This measure will be 
ready for submission to the Al- 
dermen at their next meeting, next 
Friday. In spite of the request of 
unions for wage increases for cer- 
tain groups of workers, the board 
made no increase. It deferred ac- 
tion on another request of unions 
for the five-day week. 
Deputy Comptroller 
Cunningham told reporters the 
Board of Estimate had decided 
there would be no supplementary 
appropriations for departmental 
expenses during the current fiscal 
year. If any wage increase should 
be granted, it will have to be ab- 
sorbed out of funds already pro- 
vided in the budget.

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HOW ITALY MET COST 
OF ETHIOPIAN WAR 


Minister Says Taxes on Rich 
and Conversion of Foreign 
Securities Yielded Funds. 


By JOHN T. WHITAKER.

ROME, May 21.—Combining a 
“soak-the-rich” policy with one of 
“pay-as-you-go,” Fascist Italy has 
been able to meet the cost of the 
Ethiopian war and the deficit in 
the last two budgets out of special 
revenues, Marquis Paolo Thaoan de 
Revel, Finance Minister, said yes- 
terday. 3 

A patriotic people had turned into 
the state enough to meet the 12,- 
110,000,000 lire ($637,368,000) esti- 
mated cost of the Ethiopian war 
from 1934 to 1936, and the deficit 
for 1934 through 1936 as well, 
Thaon de Revel told the’ Chamber 
of Deputies. 

In addition, the deficit in the 
current budget could also be cov- 
ered, he said. The amount of this 
deficit he did not disclose, but he 
thought it would be negligible. 

Security Conversion. 

The state’s coffers got 25,288,000,- 
000 lire ($1,330,947,000) from the 
proceeds of treasury bonds and cash 
accruing from debt conversion and 
similar operations. Of the amount, 
2,206,000,000 lire ($116,105,000) was 
derived from a conversion of for- 
eign securities and currencies held 
by Italians, who were compelled to 


yield such holdings when their 
country embarked on the African 
war 


Of this last amount, a large part 
Was represented by American 
issues, which have advanced so 
steadily in the last two years that 
the Italian Government, it is be- 
lieved, has made a profit of per- 
haps 100 per cent by operating in 
the New York market; but Thaon 
de Revel gave no details in this 
connection. 

Public Debt $5,328,000,000. 

The Finance Minister announced 
that Italy’s public debt, which on 
June 30, 1934, stood at 91,997,000,000 
lire ($4,841,947,000) had risen by 
April 30 of this year to 101,241,000,- 
000 lire ($5,328,421,000). Gold held 
by the Bank of Italy on the latter 
date represented 4,022,000,000 lire 
($211,684,000) and the currency in 
circulation totaled 15,644,000,000 lire 
($823,268,000), according to the 
figures given. 

For the following fiscal year, the 
Finance Minister forecasts a def- 
icit exceeding 3,000,000,000 lire 
($157,875,000) in contrast with the 
current year’s deficit, expected, as 
stated, to be small. : 

Though unable to count on spe- 
cial revenue next year, Italy looked 
forward to a general economic im- 
provement in the world, as well as 
to a reorganization of its own tax 
system, to help it shoulder the bur- |

23 POT. INGREADE 
IN INTERNAL REVENUE 


U. S. Treasury Reports Col- 
lections for 10 Months 
Total $3,544,655,000.

WASHINGTON, May 21. — The 
Treasury reported today internal 
revenue collections of $11,800,000 a 
day for the last 10 months, or $2, 
300,000 more than the daily average 
a@ year ago. 

The receipts this year, not in- 
cluding customs duties, income 
from interest and similar items, 
failed by $9,000,000 to equal daily 
expenditures. At $20,800,000, 
latter were $1,000,000 over last 
year. 

Aggregate internal revenue for 
the first 10 months of this fiscal 
year, the Treasury said, was $3,544,- 
655,000, an increase of $684,785,000 
or 23 per cent over last year. 

The report was made public after 
Chairman Doughton of the House 
Ways and Means Committee pro- 
posed a two-year extension of 
“nuisance” taxe , from which part 
of the internal revenue fund is de- 
rived. They cover such items as 
trucks, matches, 
chewing gum. 

President Roosevelt had asked 
Congress not to let the levies, 
which it was estimated would pro- 
vide $452,580,000 > the next year, 
expire at the end of June. 

Some of Doughton’s committee 
members, however, sought to elim- 
inate or reduce a number of the 
nuisance taxes. 

Treasury officials said income tax 
receipts climbed almost twice as 
swiftly as total revenues in the last 
10 months, aggregating $1,548,760,- 
000, or 44 per cent over last year. 

Taxes on individual income in- 
creased 54 per cent to $799,705,000, 
while corporation income receipts 
rose 34 per cent to  $749,063,- 
000. Last year the Government col- 
lected $39,000,000 more from cor- 
porations than from individuals. 

Liquor taxes provided $491,303,000, 
or $80,687,000 more than last year; 
tobacco taxes, $457,689,000, an in- 
crease of $47,301,000, and manufac- 
turers’ excise taxes, $360,491,000, an 
upturn of $54,281,000.

FOR SPANISH TRUCE 


London Reports Indications 
Germany and Italy Will Join 
in Armistice Plan.

LONDON, May 21. — Proposals 


for an armistice in the Spanish 
civil war and for the withdrawal 
of foreign volunteers appeared to 
be moving toward actuality today 
with authoritative assurances that 
no European Power outside Spain 
will object.

The British Government, through 
its own Ambassadors, has been 
seeking to learn the attitude of oth- 
er nations on the armistice for 
some time. It was reliably disclosed 
that they have encountered no re- 
fusals for active consideration of 
the plan. 

A special technical committee of 
the 27-nation “hands off Spain” 
group discussed the possibility of 
withdrawals of foreign troops from 
the civil war today and pressed the 
delegates to obtain their Govern- 
ments’ flat approval of an armis- 
tice. 

The Spanish Government’s efforts 
to bring the civil war before the 
League of Nations, meanwhile, were 
received cooly. Informed quarters 
contended that an armistice before 
the League convenes would pre- 
vent serious considerations of the 
Spanish demands at Geneva. 

The League of Nations Council 
Assembly will meet next week. The 
Spanish Valencia Government, 
which has made repeated accusa- 
tions of German and Italian inter- 
vention in the civil war in viola- 
tion of international neutrality 
agreements, appealed to the League 
to investigate intervention as a 
threat to the continent’s peace. Its 
latest communication, this week, 
made no specific accusations. 

Great Britain was said to be 
pressing its Spanish peace plans 
through the non-intervention com- 
mittee raher than through the 
League of Nations and to be re- 
luctant to consider separate nego- 
tiations outside either body. 


France, Belgium and Vatican Said 
to Have Approved, 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 21.—France, Bel- 
gium and the Vatican were report- 
ed today by a usually well-informed 
source to have approved a British 
plan to bring about an armistice in 
Spain and withdrawal of foreign 
volunteers in the civil war. 

Both Catholic and _ Socialist 
sources suggested the Belgian Gov- 
ernment would be likely to conduct 
negotiations with both the Spanish 
Government and its foe, insurgent 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco. 

The British plan, it was _ said, 
called for dispatching of interna- 
tional commissions to Spain and 
gradual application of the truce un- 
til it covered all Government and 
insurgent-held territory, simultane- 
ously disarming and sending home 
foreign soldiery. 

The Valencia Government’s re- 
quest of yesterday that the League 
of Nations Council consider inter- 
vention in the conflict threatened 
to alienate Italy from the armistice 
plan. 

French-British Attitude. 

France and Britain were reported 
to be opposing the Spanish Govern- 
ment move to thresh out the dis- 
pute at Geneva, preferring to ad- 
vance their original plan which 
brought the bar on arms, munitions 
and volunteers for the war through 
the 27-nation neutrality group. 

Valencia previously accepted in 
principle a plan to settle the war 
by plebescite but Salamanca, head- 
quarters of Franco’s authoritarian 


government, has not replied. The’ 


attitude of both sides to the pro- 
posed recall of volunteers was not 
known. 

An insurgent spokesman, Gen. 
Millan Astray, yesterday broadcast 
a warning that anyone in the in- 
surgent ranks who “pronounces the 
word ‘armistice’ will be considered 
a traitor.” 

“In Red Spain and abroad it may 
be possible to speak of armistice, 
but Nationalist Spain is fighting for 
its existence, its independence, its 
civilization and its grandeur,” he 
said. 

This was taken as the insurgent 
answer to the British armistice pro- 
posal.

Two Hundred Others Do Re- 
lated Work Not Under 
Legal Classification. 


Sy the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 21. — The 
Government’s woman lawyers deal 
with everything from municipal 
bonds to foreign affairs. They are 
experts on such things as market- 
ing agreements, taxes and court- 
martial orders. 

More than 100 women are em- 
ployed in Government departments 
and bureaus as attorneys. And 200 
others with legal degrees do re- 


‘| lated work, though not under legal 


classification. 

Many are veterans. A few are 
girls just out of law school. They 
make from $2000 to about $6000 a 
year. 

A few, such as Miss Helen Car- 

loss of the Justice Department. 
travel all over the country arguing 
Uncle Sam's cases before high 
courts. Her briefs identify her as 
a@ specia] assistant to the Attorney- 
General handling important tax 
suits. 
Louise Foster and Stella Akin 
also have high ranking in the Jus- 
tice Department, which employs 30 
women lawyers. 

Miss Anna O’Neill writes opin- 
ions on international law for the 
State Department, where four of 
the 23 attorneys in that type of 
work are women. 

Miss Elizabeth Rountrees is only 
30, but she has won praise for her 
work at the Public Works Admin- 
istration, judging eligibility and 
legality of proceedings involving 
municipal co-operation. 

Another who appears in district 
and circuit courts is Mrs. Mary 
Connor Myers, who handles mar- 
keting agreements and orders of 
the Secretary of Agriculture regu- 
lating agricultural commodities in 
interstate commerce. 

The Treasury lists 17 women law- 
yers in the Bureau of Customs, the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue and 
other sections. 

Outstanding is Miss Annabelle 
Matthews, former member of the 
Board of Tax Appeals, now in in- 
ternal revenue service. She is a 
member of the chief counsel's com- 
mittee which sifts varying opinions 
on difficult cases. 

Almost every major department 
has one or more women attorneys. 
The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, for example, employs 
three, among them Florence A. de 
Haas, who now is in Europe on 
her honeymoon. She was married 
May 10 to Louis Dembitz, nephew 
of Justice Brandeis.

A modified plan of reorganiza- 
tion for the Scullin Steel Co., de- 
signed to meet objections of bond- 
holders and holders of preference 
stock, was filed by the company 
today in United States District 
Court. !

FREE FLIGHT WIND TUNNEL 
TESTS MODEL AIRPLANES 


Device Designed to Clear Up Many 
Difficulties of Flying, Shown 
at Langley Field. 


LANGLEY FIELD, Va., May 21. 
—A free flight wind tunnel which 
aviation engineers expect to clear 
up some of the mysteries of flying 
was demonstrated to 300 aeronau- 
tical engineers and designers at 
the annual research conference of 
the National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics. 

Previously, flight studies could be 
made only with a_ full-scale air- 
plane in the air or by attaching a 
small-scale model by its nose or 
wheels in a wind tunnel. 

The new tunnel will enable scien- 
tists to test the designs and per- 
formance of advanced types of air- 
planes a year or more in advance 
of the building of the planes them- 
selves. It makes possible unre- 
strained flight of a small model. 

The first results of research work 
done in the ultra high-speed wind 
tunnel, shown for the first time a 
year ago, were presented. 

This tunnel, in which airplane 
models are attached to supports and 
air is blown around them to simu- 
late flying conditions, can create 
speeds greater than the 575 miles 
an hour which scientists believe 
is the absolute maximum for free 
flight.

ILLINOIS SUICIDE RATE FALLS 


Decrease Attributed to Her Eco- 
nomic Conditions. 
By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 21.— 
Attributing the drop to improved 
economic conditions, the Public 
Health Department reported yester- 
day 1170 persons committed suicide 
in Illinois last year, the lowest rate 
since 1929. The suicide rate was 
15 per 100,000 population. For the 
years 1930-1935 the rate was 18, 18.3, 
18.2, 17, 16.8 and 15.6. 

“This rise and fall in the suicide 
rate undoubtedly reflects the cyc- 
lic changes in economic’ condi- 
tions,” a department report stated. 
The number of persons taking their 
lives last year compared with 1244 
in 1935 and 1323 in 1934. Suicides 
have ranged above 1000 annually 
since 1925, the highest being 1424 
in 1932,

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REVISED STATE PRISON 
CONTRACTS APPROVED 


P W A Administrator Ickes 
Rules on Change Necessi- 
tated by Rising Costs. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 21. — The 
Public Works Administration an- 
nounced yesterday Administrator 
Harold Ickes had approved revision 
of contracts for the rehabilitation 
of the Missouri penitentiary] at Jef- 
ferson City to add $244,637 to the 
cost of the work. The P W A will 
provide 30 per cent of the increased 


cost. 

The State asked for P W A ap- 
proval of revision of the contracts, 
made last July, because of rising 
costs. The contracts have not been 
carried out because the P W A 
withheld until recently its share 
of the funds. 

Ickes approved the revision upon 
recommendation of Col. Horatio 
_ ‘B. Hackett, deputy administrator. 

C. A. Haskins, chief engineer 
and architect of the Missouri Bi- 
Partisan Board, left for home last 
night after spending several days 
in conference with Hackett and 


his aids. 

~ Ickes stipulated all the increased 
costs go for labor and materials, 
and that none of it be for con- 
tractors’ profits or overhead. A 
spokesman for Ickes said the 
PWA, in approving upward re- 
“vision of the contracts, sought to 
“play fair” with contractors, who 
submitted bids nearly a year ago. 

Approval of the contracts, how- 
ever, was withheld because San- 
ford Bates, recently resigned chief 
of the Federal Prison Bureau, ob- 
jected to plans for overhauling the 
Jefferson City penitentiary. 

A compromise was recently 
worked out under which the PWA 
‘released $1,277,000 for the Missou-~i 

prison program. The revised pro- 
gram calls for a new penal colony 
away from the main prison, in ad- 
,dition to rehabilitation of the old 
institution. 
. PW4A officials sa: the plan to 
add $244,637 to the old contracts 
would be much cheaper than call- 
ing for new bids. They estimated 
labor and material costs have in- 
creased at least $500,000 in the last 
year. 

Ickes’ approval of the revision 
of contracts, it was said, clears 
the way for Missouri to proceed 
with rehabilitation of the Jeffer- 
son City penitentiary.

ANCIENT SCRIBES’ ERRORS 
PLAGUE MODERN SCHOLARS 


Variants for Names of Towns One 
of Most Confusing; Dr. Ro- 
manoff Writes. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 21.—Scribes 
in the old days were not always 
accurate, and their errors have 
caused modern scholars and ar- 
chaeologists a lot of trouble, says 
Dr. Paul Romanoff, curator of the 
museum of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America, who sets out 
to correct those errors in “Onomas- 
ticon of Palestine,” a new book. 
The book describes a new meth- 
odology for dealing with biblical 
and post-biblical Palestinian topog- 
raphy which is intended to aid ar- 
chaeologists in determining the 
findings and value of their excava- 
tions. 
Dr. Romanoff first conceived his 
theory when he encountered trou- 
ble during the excavations of the 
third wall of Jerusalem and topo- 
graphical work for the Government 
of Palestine. He contends that in 
translations from early Hebrew 
into Latin and Greek, scribes care- 
lessly gave variants to the names 
of villages and towns mentioned 
in the Bible and the Talmud. The 
result has been that researchers 
have looked for towns which never 
existed or already have been discov- 
ered. 
The village of Kefar Ikos, first 
mentioned by Josephus, has no less 
than 70 variants in the Talmud, Dr. 
Romanoff pointed out by way of 
illustration. 


DR. MIDDLEBUSH ADVOCATES 
BROAD ENGINEERING COURSES 


“Must Extend Beyond Technical 
Training” If They Are to As- 
sume New Responsibility. 
Engineers must carry their edu- 
cation beyond mere technical train- 
ing if they are to assume broader 
responsibilities which are being 
thrust upon them, Dr. Frederick A. 
Middlebush, president of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, said last night 
at the sixty-ninth anniversary din- 
ner of the Engineers’ Club of St. 
Louis at the Congress Hotel. 
“Although no steps are being 
taken to lengthen the course at the 
School of Engineering at Columbia,”

OF STAFF OF SALVATION ARMY 


Henry W. Mapp Opposed General 
Evangeline Booth for Com- 
mander.

LONDON, May 21—A_§ secret 
court martial of the Salvation Army 
today dismissed Henry W. Mapp, 
70-year-old chief of staff. The na- 
ture of the charges was not de- 
vealed. 

Discharge of the veteran who has 
been in the Salvation Army for 50 
years and acted as its chief of staff 
since 1929 came after General 
Evangeline Booth, commander-in- 
chief, insisted on a court martial, 
composed of five senior officers.

ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS ABATE 
IN POLAND: RELIEF ORGANIZED 


Many Refugees Return to Homes; 
184 Arrested for Thefts During 
Rioting, Property Returned.

Anti-Jewish outbursts throughout 


Poland which have led to riots and 
plundering of shops abated last 
night as some refugees returned to 
their homes.

CATHOLIC PLEDGE TO KING 


It Objects to Use of Titles Similar 
to Those Used by Church of 
England. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 21.—The Catholic 
magazine, The Universe, said last 
night the Government had refused 
to submit to King George VI an 
address in which Roman Catholic 
Archbishops and Bishops of Great 
Britain reaffirmed the loyalty of 
British Catholics to the throne. 

The publication declared Home 
Secretary Sir John Simon, through 
whose hands the communication 
had to pass, said he was “unable to 
submit” to the monarch an address 
in which the Archbishops and 
Bishops, in their signatures, used 
“territorial designations which can- 
not be recognized in official com- 
munications.” 


It was understood the Govern- 
ment objected to titles such as 
Archbishop of London and Bishop 
of Durham, which are also used by 
the Church of England, the estab- 
lished church. 

The Government’s explanation 
was similar to one given when a 
Roman Catholic address of loyalty 
to the late King George V was re- 
jected at the time of his silver jubi- 
lee celebration May 6, 1935. 

“In any discussion of this grave 
matter,” the Universe said, “there 
cannot be a hint of any criticism of 
His Majesty, nor will this refusal 
make the smallest difference to the 
loyalty of Catholics. They pray at 
the principal mass every Sunday for 
the King, the Queen and the royal 
family. They attended mass in 
thanksgiving for his coronation. 
Officialdom alone is to blame.”

REVISED ESTIMATE OF 1936 
COTTON, 12,399,000 BALES 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Agricul- 
ture Department announced revised esti- 
mated of the 1936 cotton crop today show- 
ing production at 12,399,000 bales of 500 


pounds gross weight, compared with 10,- 
638.000 bales produced in 1935. 

The yield of lint cotton per acre was 
tt pounds, compared with 186.3 in 
935. ' 

The area in cultivation July 1 last year 
was 30,960,000 acres, compared with 27,- 
888,000 on that date in 1935, and the 
area.-picked was 30,028,000 acres, com- 
pared with 27,335,000 acres in 1935. 

The reduction from a full yleld per 
acre during the 1936 season from various 
causes was reported to have been 38.5 per 
cent of a normal, or full, yield, compared 
with 36.8 per cent for 1935 and 42.6 per 
cent for 1934, 

Losses from specified causes were: 

Deficient moisture, or drouth, 16.2 per 
cent, compared with 9.2 and 20.7 in the 
two previous years. 

Excessive moisture 1.9 per cent, 
pared with 3.7 and 1.9. 

Other climatic influences, including 
floods, frost, heat and hot winds, 8.4 per 
cenf, compared with 3.5 and 7.3. 

Plant diseases, 2.2 per cent, 
with 2.2 in both previous years. 

Boll weevil, 4.9 per cent, 
with 8.1 and 7.3. 

Insects, other than boll weevil, 3 per 
cent, compared with 5 per cent in 1935.

weather took its toll in retail sales last 
week although the undercurrent of a swell- 
ing demand came closer to the surface, 
Dun & Bradstreet said today in their 
weekly trade review.

SECOND “GRAVY” BILL 
PERFECIED IN SENATE 


Statute Revision Measure Ad- 
vanced—Gov. Stark Vetoed 
Previous Act. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 21.— 
The Senate today perfected. the 
statute revision “gravy” bill, which 
proposes to give 16 members of the 
Legislature jobs at $10 a day and 
expenses for 18 months preceding 
the next session of the Legislature. 

Though vigorously opposed by 
Senator McReynolds of Carthage, 
who tried to amend it to iimit the 
membership of the revision com- 
mission to four members, the bill 
was perfected in the original form. 

A similar bill recently was vetoed 
by Gov. Stark on the basis of an 
opinion by the Attorney-General 
that it was unconstitutional on 
several grounds, one being’ that 
it provided for the  appoint- 
ment of members of the Legislature 
by the presiding officers of the Sen- 
ate and House. 

After the veto the Attorney-Gen- 
eral prepared a new bill placing the 
appointing power in the Governor, 
and eliminating the provision that 
the members of the commission 
were to be Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. Instead the new Dill 
provided that they should be “fa- 
miliar with legislative enactments,” 
which means the same thing but 
possibly detours around the Con- 
stitution. . 

The commission will be expected 
to prepare bills for submission to 
the next Legislature eliminating 
from the printed statutes all laws 
passed within the past 10 years 
which have been declared unconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme Court, and 
also eliminatin® sections which 
have been repealed by the Legisla- 
ture within that time.

POPE COMPLETES WHITE BOOK 
AGAINST GERMAN GOVERNMENT 


Vatican City Prelates Say He May 
Publish Accusations at Any 
Time. 

By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, May 21.—Pope 
Pius XI has completed and may 
publish at any time a White Book 
against the German Government, 
prelates said today. 

The diplomatic paper has been in 
preparation for several months, and 
is designed to give documentary 
evidence that any violation of the 
Vatican-German concordat was on 
the part of Chancellor Adolf Hitler’s 
regime and not of the Holy See. 


(The concordat, signed July §8, 
1933, by representatives of the Vat- 
ican and Germany, was designed to 
outline the sphere of the church’s 
activity in Germany, especially 
with regard to training of youth. 
Church spokesmen since have 
charged that the Nazi Government 
abridged the concordat by attempt- 
ing to deny the church the privilege 
of religious training for Catholic 
youth.) 


1000-YEAR-OLD TOMFOOLERIES, 
SHAW’S VIEW OF CORONATION 


He Says Costumes Were Symbolic 
of Nothing but Russian 
Ballet. 

Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, May 21.—With the 
coronation a thing of the past, 
George Bernard Shaw, writing in 
“Time and Tide,” suggests that the 
real cause of Edward VIII's abdi- 


cation was his refusal to “endure 
its thousand-year-old tomfooleries.” 

Shaw proposes the establishment 
of a society for the prevention of 
cruelty to royal personages, but ad- 
mits that as the physical discom- 
forts of the coronation are volun- 
tarily shared by so many of the 
monarch’s subjects, “there must be 
some fun in it which does not ap- 
peal to me.” 

The clothes used in the ceremony 
Shaw describes as “the clothes of 
William ,the Copnjueror and Queen 
Matilda transmogrified by genera- 
tions of costumers into fancy 
dresses symbolic of nothing but the 
Russian ballet.”

For Showdown With Vatican. 

The press generally insisted on 
a showdown with the Vatican over 
Cardinal Mundelein’s description of 
Hitler as “an Austrian paperhanger, 
and a darn poor one at that” and 
of German trials of priests and lay 
brothers on immorality charges as 
worse propaganda than the atrocity 
tales of the World War. 

The Lokal Anzeiger in a special 
article based on an interview with 
State’s Attorney Mattingen of 
Bonn said the church had been 
given a long period of grace to 
“cleanse” religious orders but had 
done nothing. 

Hence, the paper declared, the 
State was obliged to intervene, “not 
for the satisfaction of sending 
priests to jail but because’ the 
state alone is able to eradicate the 
evils.” 

The Catholic Church was de- 
scribed as defending the condition 
it was powerless to end because 
of “the question of prestige.” 

Mattingen in the interview tabu- 
lated more than 1000 alleged sex of- 
fenses which resulted in charges 
against priests and lay brothers of 
the church. 

150 Deported. 

About 150 offenders were sent 
abroad, he said, while 150 cases 
were passed by the statute of limi- 
tations. Three nundred of the 
other 700 were reported to have 
been brought to trial including 80 
on which sentences have been 
passed. 

Harking to this record, the paper 
raised the demand that not only 
should the Vatican “call the Card- 
inal to order” but officially declare 
its intention to hand over volun- 
tarily every alleged sex offender in 
its ranks to the state for punish- 
ment.

If the 
identity of any of these Germans 
can be established, it was learned, 
they will be punishable ‘under a 
German law which classes as trea- 
son the circulation of “false re- 
ports” likely to do damage to the 
fatherland. The penalty for trea- 
son is the headsman’s ax. 


Berlin Profressor Urges Halt in 
Denunciation of U. S. 

BERLIN, May 21.—Prof. Fried- 

rich Schoenemann of the Univer- 


sity of Berlin, formerly an- in- 
structor of Harvard, warned Nazi 
officials and other Germans at the 
Political Academy here yesterday 
to halt the blanket denunciation of 
the United States. 

“T think it is rather foolish, and 
at the same time dangerous, for 
a certain section of the German 
press to indulge in wholesale criti- 
cism of the United States,” he said. 

Schoenemann also referred direct- 
ly to the recent-castigations of the 
Nazi Government by Mayor La- 
Guardia and to the manner in 
which the Nazi press in turn de- 
nounced the Mayor. He said: 

“We must: never think that a 
single sensation or craziness is 
characteristic of American civiliza- 
tion. We have done by far too 
much honor to LaGuardia, who to 
my mind is not typically American, 
but, rather, a bad case of party 
politics. We cannot very well 
judge Americanism of today by a 
man like LaGuardia. We must al- 
ways dive under the surface of the

soul.” 


Bishops of Minnesota and North 
Dakota Support Cardinal. 

CHICAGO, May 21. — Catholic 
Bishops of Minnesota and North 
Dakota joined Chicago Protestant 
and Jewish churchmen today in 
supporting Cardinal Mundelein’s de- 
nunciation of the German Govern- 
ment’s attitude toward the Oatholic 
church. 

Archbishop John Gregory Murray 
of St. Paul, Minn., said the “present 
critical situation in Germany” de- 
manded that “all Christendom unite 
in solemn protest against the dia- 
bolical methods being pursued to 
eliminate every vestige of Chris- 
tianity” from the German people. 

“No circumstance of physical sep- 
aration,” he said, “can justify an 
attitude of indifference on the part 
of any Christian to the Satanic 
measures presently in effect in that 
hapless nation to separate millions 
of good men, women and children 
from ‘their church and God.” 

Bishop Aloysius J. Muench of 
Fargo, N. D., asserted Nazi officials 
were “making a laughing stock of 
themselves” in their protests against 
Cardinal Mundelein. 

Bishops Francis M. Kelly of Wi- 
nona, Minn., Joseph J. Buschch, of 
St. Cloud, Mizxn.,. and Vincent 
Wehle, of Bismarck, N. D., joined 
Archbishop Murray in condemning 
Nazi officials, Their statements 
appeared in & German Catholic 
newspaper published in St. Paul. 


Reported Tapping Wires.

MOSCOW, May 21. Another 
skirmish on the Soviet Far Eastern 
border was reported from Khaba- 
rovsk today.

Danger of Incompetent Pharmacists. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WISH to thank the Post-Dispatch for 

the first-page story in last Sunday’s 
paper regarding cribbing on a wholesale 
scale in the State Board examinations 
held at the St. Louis College of Pharmacy 
about a month ago. 

Many years ago, before I was born, 
my parents lost a promising son because 
a pharmacist made a mistake. An excel- 
lent physician in charge, who grieved 
deeply over this switching of labels, 
could do nothing. While a _ reliable 
pharmacist might correct a doctor’s error, 
a doctor cannot correct the mistake made 
by an incompetent pharmacist. 

Some years ago, it was probably O K 
to permit men to take the State tests 
who had very little schooling, for at that 
time boys worked under a pharmacist 
for about 10 years before they were old 
enough to take these examinations. Now, 
with boys working at soda fountains in 
the drug stores instead of getting actual 
experience in prescription work under a 
pharmacist, what knowledge do they have 
for this important work? It is an insult 
to thinking people to see an advertise- 
ment in the papers advertising a course 
in pharmacy of six weeks’ duration. If 
a man isn’t intelligent enough to finish 
high school and attend a reputable college 
of pharmacy, he is certainly not good 
enough to be entrusted with the prescrip- 
tions written by physicians. 

Let us have laws in this State of ours 
which permit only graduate pharmacists 
to fiil prescriptions, for we cannot afford 
to permit quacks in this important work.

Identifying the Dictator. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

VER since President Roosevelt sent 

his message to Congress recommend- 
ing a reorganization of the Supreme 
Court, it has been endeavored to instill in 
the minds of people the fear that if the 
bill passes, a dictatorship will follow. 

‘One would infer that a dictatorship is 
something new in the United States. As 
a matter of fact, America is today and has 
been for Many years groaning under the 
most pernicious, ruthless and extortionate 
‘orm of dictatorship; a monopolistic dicta- 
torship paralleled only by the old Ev- 
ropean feudal system, under which the 
millions toiled in the fields to enrich a 
few overlords and masters. 

This modern feudalism is the basic 
cause of all our economic ills and is pri- 
marily responsible for the present deplor- 
able unemployment situation. 

Parents are compelled to call on the 
economic royalist with hat in hand to beg 
for employment for their. boys and girls 
at starvation wages. 


MAKING A RACKET OF PHARMACY. 


Widespread cheating and other irregularities went 
on at the recent State examinations for pharmacists’ 
licenses, it is charged by 41 students of the St. Louis 
College of Pharmacy. The allegations are backed up 
by affidavits of 25 persons who swear they saw ap- 
plicants copying from books and cards. These charges 
should be searchingly investigated, not only because 
of the seriousness of the offense, and the weight of 
the evidence presented, but because of the vital 
character of the profession to which the applicants 
were seeking admittance. 

Far more is at issue, however, than an episode 
of mass cribbing. With the matter thus forcibly 
brought to public attention, it is time for an airing 
of the whole unhealthy condition of pharmacy stand- 
ards in Missouri. They are standards so low as to 
attract a host of improperly trained applicants for 
pharmacists’ licenses. When confronted by the ex- 
amination questions, which are never of any great 
difficulty to qualified students, it is quite possible 
that many face the alternatives of failing or cheating. 

Missouri is one of the three states (Tennessee and 
Massachusetts are the others) which do not require 
pharmacy college training for admittance to prac- 
tice. A little experience around a drug store, per- 
haps supplemented by a brief course at a “cram” 
school, thus permits a Missourian to take the State 
examination, receive a license and begin compound- 
ing drugs for use of physicians’ patients 

This shortcoming in the law explains why we see, 
for instance, a school advertising a six-week course 
in pharmacy, designed to prepare drug clerks and 
others for the State examination. Contrast this with 
the laws of 45 other states, where a pharmacy col- 
lege course of three to four years is required! And 
that is none too long to train a competent pharma- 
cist. 

The situation here is a highly dangerous one. If 
it continues, citizens of this State will find their 
prescriptions being prepared by incompetent fum- 
blers whose mistakes may cost human lives. Phar- 
macy is an ancient and honorable profession, whose 
standards deserves the same protection that the stat- 
utes give to medicine and the law. The most skilled 
physician’s work may go for nothing if a bungling 
pharmacist errs in filling the prescription. On the 
other hand, a competent pharmacist is a check against 
that rare event, a doctor’s error in writing a prescrip- 
tion, while an incompetent would fill it blindly. 
The pharmacist is one link in the chain of public 
health. If that link is defective, the whole structure 
may collapse, with impaired health or death for the 
unfortunate patient. What the present law does is 
to lay pharmacy open to being made a racket, and a 
highly dangerous one, at that. 

A bill that attempts to correct the situation has 
been passed by the House. It requires graduation 
from a school or college of pharmacy to obtain a 
license, but contains the weakening proviso that a 
license without examination shall be granted to a per- 
son who has had 10 years’ experience in a drug store 
under instruction of a registered pharmacist, and 
who has a general grade school education or its 
equivalent. , 

This means, in brief, that an individual who had

Good pharmacists cannot be made in six weeks, or 
even by several years of running prescription counter 
errands. Pharmacy should be placed on a level with 
other professions that require a basic scientific edu- 
cation. The present set-up is an invitation to .in- 
competents, quacks and all who do not scruple to 
jeopardize human lives for the sake of dollars.

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A Cardinal Assails the Nazis 


Wartime atrocity stories were mild compared with present Nazi propaganda against 
Catholic church, Chicago prelate says; condemns violation of both religious and 
civil rights in Germany; cites press report to show that trials of monastics are 
effort to discredit faith; urges followers to help victims fight against repression. 


From Address by George Cardinal Mundelein to the Assembled Catholic Clergy 
of the Archdiocese of Chicago; Reprinted from Chicago Herald and Examiner. 


German Government complained bitter- 

ly of the propaganda aimed at it by the 
Allies concerning atrocities perpetrated by 
German troops. Now the present German 
Government is making use of this same 
kind of propaganda against the Catholic 
church, and is giving out, through its 
crooked Minister of Propaganda, stories of 
wholesale immorality in religious institu- 
tions, in comparison with which the war- 
time propaganda is almost like bedtime 
stories for children. 

You and I are interested in this as some- 
thing concerning ourselves, for people out- 
side of the church, and perhaps the luke- 
warm among our own people, reading these 
things constantly, will come to the conclu- 
sion, “Well, they are all alike.” Some of 
the mud will cling to our own skirts. 

Consequently, it will be not only unwise, 
but cowardly as well, if we take the thing 
lying down, and do not fight back every 
time the subject is brought up outside. 

The very religious orders the propagand- 
ists attack—we have them here. They have 
been with us for many years. No com- 
munity we have has merited 80 much of 
this diocese as have the Franciscan Fathers, 
practically all of whom are Germans, and 
who have volunteered for nearly every cor- 
poral and spiritual work of mercy; who 
have served without compensation in the 
prisons and jails and poor farms; and have 
been at the beck and call of the priests 
and people every hour of the day and night. 

We have the Alexian Brothers, nursing 
the sick and mentally afflicted for nearly 
three-quarters of a century in this city. 

We have the communities of nuns that 
have come from Germany, of whose mem- 
bership several now languish in German 
jails, 

Surely the vile things these loud-mouthed 
German propagandists accuse them of could 
not have come overnight in Germany with- 
out a repercussion of it having been felt in 
our midst.

What is the motive behind it 
all? I will read you a signed article by an 
American correspondent in Berlin, not a 
Catholic, that appeared a week ago in a 
New York daily newspaper: 

“Public reaction to the immense publicity 
surrounding the trials of monks and lay 
brothers of the Catholic church on immor- 
ality charges has been threefold.

Various Neo-Pagan periodicals are, for ex- 
ample, filled with cartoons of very ques- 
tionable taste, and vitriolic editorials in 
which the editors are unable to conceal 
their satisfaction. 

“The immediate issue which brought up 


resumption of the ‘trials was the struggle 
over the school question. The Government 
gave the Catholic clergy a little taste of 
the damaging effects of such trials a year 
ago, then called a halt before the Olympics. 
The evidence had been discovered much 
earlier, when monasteries were searched in 
connection with the exchange trials. 

“With this Damoclean sword hanging over 
the heads of the Catholic Bishops, the Gov- 
ernment proceeded last fall and all winter 
to attack two important strongholds of 
Catholicism—the confessional schools and 
the Catholic youth organizations. 

“The confessional schools were suppressed 
at Wuerttemberg and in the Saar and Pal- 
atinate. The Hesse school elections came 
out very favorably for the regime, as did 
those in various Bavarian cities, notably 
Munich and Nuremberg. 

“A state youth law, meantime, destroyed 
the remaining Catholic youth organizations 
by forcing all boys and girls to join the 
Brownshirt Hitler Youth. 

“The Catholic clergy, ignoring the Damo- 
clean sword, attacked.

“Pastoral letters were issued every month 
protesting against the school campaign as 
a breach of the concordat. Finally came 
the papal encyclical on Palm Sunday, con- 
stituting the most drastic challenge yet pre- 
sented to the Nazis, The truce had been 
broken. The Government threw all the im- 
morality trials into the courts simultane- 
ously an@ mobilized its tremendous propa- 
ganda machine to give them the maximum 
publicity. 

“Statistics are not available for the whole 
Reich, but in Prussia, 1,612,000 school chil- 
dren out of 1,737,000 Catholics of school age 
were in 8698 Catholic grammar schools. 
Another 500,000 to 700,000 were in Catholic 
schools in other parts of the Reich. These 
2,000,000 or so children are the immediate 
issue. The press does not conceal the 
regime’s hope that the trials will go a long 
way toward shattering public faith in Cath- 
olic education.” 

There you have the story in a nutshell, 
and there is no guarantee that the battle- 
front may not stretch some day into our 
own land.

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FEAR BREEDS MISERY, 


rR. MPCARTHY WARNS 


Chief Cause of Abnormality, 
Marquette U. Head Tells 
Catholic Forum.

Fear is the greatest cause of 
physical and mental abnormalities, 
the Rev. Raphael C. Moarthy, 5S. 
J,, president of Marquette Univer- 
sity, Milwaukee, Wis., and former 
professor of psychology at St. Louis 
University, said last night at the 
first annual banquet of the Catho- 
lic Forum at the Elks Club. 

“No other single factor in human 
experience is responsible for so 
much misery and inefficiency as is 
fear and its derivatives—worry, 
anxiety, doubt and the persuasion 
of*one’s own incompetency,” Father 
McCarthy told the Forum, an or- 
ganization of graduates of Catholic 
universities formed for study and 
debate of current topics. 

“During the depression, millions 
of men and women, who, in hap- 
pier times, were carefree and bfioy- 
ant, have fallen victims to feelings 
of uncertainty and _ insecurity. 
Some of our recent and present 
troubles have been created by fears 
and others have been intensified by 
them. An eminent French neu- 
rologist has said that considerably 
more than half of the complaints 
that affect the human race are due 
to fear.” 

Healthy Fear Is Desirable. 

A healthy fear, Father McCarthy 
added, prompts to caution and aids 
in avoiding dangerous situations. 
Fear of poverty may inspire thrift 
and become a motive for industry 
and dread of the censure of ac- 
quaintances may result in good be- 
havior. 

“To often, however,” he went on, 
“it becomes an agency of harm, 
an obsessive paralyzing emotion, 
capable of disorganizing the mind 
and the body. This is the type of 
fear that destroys happiness and 
drains energy.” 

Fear, rather than any defect in 
the speech apparatus, is responsible 
for a large percentage of cases 
of stammering or stuttering, Fa- 
ther McCarthy asserted. All the 
symptoms of gastric ulcer, although 
there may be nothing organically 
wrong with the stomach, he said, 
may be experienced by the man 
who is laboring under a load of 
anxiety and is obsessed by stifling 
fear for weeks and months. 

The Mind and Balanced Diet. 

As to dieting, Father McCarthy 
continued, it has real advantages 
when the advice of a physician is 
followed, but in other cases it may 
be a source of needless anxiety. 

“It is a curious fact,” he said, 
“that people who are attentive to 
balancing their diet tend to become 
mentally unbalanced. They are 
haunted by the specter of vitamins 
and calories until the business of 
eating takes on the aspect of a 
chemical experiment. 

“We should, of course, use ordi- 
nary prudence in avoiding disease 
and preserving our health, but we 
should guard against the danger of 
becoming fanatical on the subject 
of illness. For the great majority, 
the most healthy attitude to have 
toward health is to give it as littie 
attention as prudence will allow. 
How to Increase Blood Pressure. 

“Many are worrying today about 
high blood pressure. People always 
have had blood pressure and many 
have had high blood pressure. One 
of the most effective ways of in- 
creasing it is to become anxious 
about it. 

“It is possible that a person may 
live longer if he grows so solicitous 
about his health that he becomes a 
hypochrondriac, but it is debatable 
whether it is a blessing to live long 
as a hypochondriac. Personally, I 
should rather die of high blood 
pressure than of the fear of it. The 
former is the more dignified kind 
of death.”

Former Owner of Large Tracts 
of Land in County— 
Retired 50 Years. 


Moses B. Greensfelder, capitalist 
anad former owner of large tracts 
of land in St. Louis County, died 
last midnight of bronchial pneu- 
monia at his home, 115 North Mera- 
mec avenue, Clayton. He was 91 
years old and had been in retire- 
ment about 50 years. 

Frequently in recent years he was 
one of the persons with the highest 
personal property tax return in St.

MUMMERS SUCCESSFUL 


IN LIGHT FARCE 


“Gentlemen Wear Gloves,” 
Their Final Play, Goes 
Over Well. 


The Mummers of St. Louis pre- 
sented the first of two per- 
formances of a satiric farce called 
“Gentlemen Wear Gloves” last night 
at the Wednesday Club. Director 
Willard Holland had the leading 
role. An audience of modest pro- 
portions gave warm evidence that 
it enjoyed the fun. The play is to 
be repeated on Saturday as the last 
performance of the group’s season. 
It deserves another audience con- 
siderably larger. 

The piece is by Paul Vulpius and 
John Coman. Its title gives little 
clew to the subject. Probably the 
ensuing description won't help much 
either, for “Gentlemen Wear 
Gloves” is altogether madcap and 
trivial. There's the germ of an 
idea concealed in it somewhere, the 
play being a broad burlesque on 
bankers. But the bankers of the 
piece are so heinously unlikely, the 
situation so featherweight, that no 
one is likely to mind very much— 
least of all the hypothetical banker 
in the audience. The piecc is plot- 
ted around a personable young col- 
lege graduate who walks into the 
sanctum of a large New York bank, 
helps himself to a desk and pro- 
ceeds to become expert on a vexing 
problem (of his own invention) 
which turns ail Wall street upside 
down. 

Thinking it over after the final 
curtain, one is impressed by the ex- 
quisite triviality of the piece. There 
is a certain justness in the psycho- 
logical attitudes in burlesques. But 
on the whole the play is just a 
puff of steam, disappearing in thin 
air before one has reached the 
street. Implausible as it is, what’s 
even more so is the undeniable fact 
that the Mummers put it over. 

It was put over dressed up in sets 
that cost (and this is an inside tip) 
not more than $25; in costumes 
that mostly didn’t fit and by play- 
ers some of whom were so hope- 
lessly miscast that their incongru- 
ity actually added to the absurdity 
of the plot without contributing 
any sense of reality. How this 
company persuaded the audience 
(this member included) to join in 
the fun they obviously got out of 
the script, will remain a mystery. 
Perhaps Willard Holland could ex- 
plain it, for it is his competent, 
self-assured dramatic touch that 
obviously makes the whole thing 
go. Holland’s playing of the lead 
is one of the most inspired bits of 
theatrical trickery in years. 
course there were errors. The 
tempo errors one finds in most 
amateur productions weren't lack- 
ing last night. But in spite (or 
perhaps because) of them the play 
had an innocent verve about it 
that was altogether delightful.

ON FICTION IN U. 


Thinks Americans Are 
Too Cautious as Lovers 
to Write of Love. 


He 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 21.—Ameri- 


cans are too cautious as lovers, Ed- 
gar Lee Masters says, and so “the 
great American love story” has 
never been written. 


If it ever is written it probably 
won’t be by a woman, he says, be- 
cause to women love isn’t such a 
soul-shaking affair as it is to a 
man. 

Masters’ judgment of American 
love, or loving, is based on 25 years’ 
experience limning the American 
character and scene in prose and 
poetry, including the “Spoon River 
Anthology.” 

“Americans don’t go into love 
matters with the same imagination 
that people do in other countries,” 
he explains, 

“It’s not that the French and 
English and Italians are necessarily 
more passionate or more vital than 
Americans, but, being more sure 
of themselves, they are more able 
to abandon themselves in something 
like love. 

“Duty to Industry.” 

“We are raised here for the most 
part according to a pattern of duty 
to industry, to what is known as 
success, and to the hearth that 
tends to standardize and take all 
the blood out of a deeply personal 
matter like love. 

“Take the Duke of Windsor — 
look at the way he flung himself 
into his romance. Then look at 
the way the cautious, self-disci- 
plined American magnate goes at 
the thing.

One heart was the cor- 
rect opening. No great harm was 
done, because South persisted with 
his long suit and landed the con- 
tract. 

West mentally tossed a coin for 
his opening lead and hit upon the 
eight of clubs. Declarer glanced 
cursorily at the dummy and con- 
cluded that the only way he could 
lose his contract was to find both 
the ace of diamonds and the ace of 
spades “off side.” Absent-minded- 
ly playing the club jack on the first 
trick, thereby forcing himself to 
take the lead, he sent a heart to 
the ace, and only when East showed 
out did he awaken to the fact that 
he now was in a bad fix.

O matter where the diamond 

and spade aces were, how could 

he comfortably return to his 
own hand for the vital heart fi- 
nesse? The answer was that he 
couldn’t. 

Desperately, he led a spade away 
from the king toward his jack, hop- 
ing that he could gain entry even- 
. tually by ruffing a spade, and later 
would find the diamond ace on side 
so that he need concede only two 
spades and one diamond. The spade 
jack losing to West’s queen, how- 
ever, a diamond switch dashed this 
hope. Before declarer could get 
back to his hand for the heart 
finesse he had lost four tricks— 
two in diamonds and two in spades. 


Overconfidence had been declar- 
ers ruin. How easy it would have 
been to preserve a club entry in 
the almost entryless South hand by 
putting up dummy’s club ace on the 
first play.

E have been digging around 
W: lot lately for choice tidbits 

about that remarkable gentle- 
man and cabinet maker of  the'! 
18th century England, Thomas | 
Chippendale. And

Chippendale was certainly the 
most versatile and prolific of fur- 
niture makers, and his designs 
have a distinguishing individuality 
about them that survives genera- 
tions of copying. The first impor- 
tant worker in mahogany, a new 
wood when he came first to Lon- 
don, he took his inspiration where

WO or three times I have men- 
T tiones the fact that I think it’s 

a good idea to go to church on 
Sunday—a remark which has 
brought me quite a little mail. 
Various out-of-towners, planning to 
visit New York, have asked where 
I would suggest that they should 
go; other correspondents complain 
that church breaks into their one 
hard-earned day of rest; still oth- 
ers that it interferes with their one 
hard-earned day of play. 

Truth compels me to admit that 
these objections have occurred to 
me upon occasion. Often enough, 
in fact, to make me do a little in- 
vestigating as to where one can 
go to church at all sorts of hours 
on Sunday. I now have a schedule 
(used only in emergencies) which 
goes from 8 a. m. to 5 p. m., with 
only two gaps. It won't be useful 
to anyone who feels that if he 
doesn’t go to a church of his own 
denomination, he hasn’t been to 
church, but here it is for those 
who think, as I do, that the various 
churches are different answers to 
one fundamental] need. 


8 a. m.: At this early hour, you 
can go to Holy Communion in 
practically all Episcopal churches, 
including the Cathedral of Saint 
John the Divine, or to mass in al- 
most all Catholic churches. It is 
my choice for an occasional Sun- 
day when I plan to stay in bed. It 
doesn’t seem so hard, once you've 
gotten up to wash your face, to 
slip into some clothes and walk a 
few blocks to a short service, and 
when you get back to a breakfast 
tray in bed there is still a whole 
long day of rest ahead of you. 

9 a. m.: Mass again at most 
Catholic churches, including Saint 
Patrick’s Cathedral. If you haven't 
quite managed the 8 o’clock serv- 
ice, you can still have a long 
stretch of rest. 

10 a. m.: My favorite at this hour 
(which seems to work best if I’m 
taking a train for Sunday dinner 
in the suburbs) is the Church of 
Saint Leo, on East Twenty-eighth 
street—one of the smallest and 
loveliest churches in New York. It 
is, actually, the chapel of a con- 
vent and the nuns wear robins’-egg 
blue habits and chant the service.

Warblers Are Back

rived in the St. Louis area. Thus 
far, members of the Bird Club have 
reported seeing 31 of the 40 species 
that either spend the summer here 
or go farther north before the first 
hints of winter send them back to 
the wilds of the Amazon River re- 
gion. These butterflies of the bird 
world, as they often are called, all 
are small in size, very sprightly, 
and equipped with sharp bills that 
enable them to carry on a most 
diligent campaign against insects. 

Most of the warblers are poor 
singers despite their family name 
but they are in the first rank when 
it comes to the perpetual war 
against insects. Being small (most 
of them are smaller than’ spar- 
rows), the warblers are content 
with insects and insect eggs that 
are overlooked by larger birds. 
Practically all warblers are experts 
at catching insects on the wing. 
Some seek their prey almost en- 
tirely on trunks and large branch- 
es, some specialize on leaves and 


twigs and others on the ground and |

Spring Cases 
Of Hay Fever 


Due to Pollen 


Grasses Are Leading Causes, 
Though Trees Also Affect 


Victims.

T looks as if American hay fever 
| were going to conquer the world. 

This country has the worst fall 
hay fever in the world, but we are 
getting reports from Denmark that 
plants causing autumnal hay fever 
in the United States have found 
their way into Denmark through 
imported grass seed. Western rag- 
weed has gained entrance there 
through imported chicken feed. It 
is a hardy variety, and it is feared 
that it will become one of the com- 
mon weeds in Denmark. The sad 
part of it is the case of a patient, 
who is reported to have had to 
leave the United States on account 
of hay fever and went back to his 
native Denmark. There he was 
quite comfortable until two years 
ago, when his sensitivity showed up 
again. 

Our spring hay fever is no worse 
and no better than anybody else’s. 
The first account of hay fever came 
from John Bostock, an English- 
man, who described his own case 
in 1819, it being of the vernal or 
spring type. 


Mes of the spring cases are due 
o the pollen of the grasses; in 
early May some of the trees—elm, 
poplar, maple, oak, sycamore, wal 
nut, elder and birch. It is difficult 
to see how some of these trees can 
be classified as the cause of hay 
fever, because the pollen is so te- 
nacious and sticky. In late spring, 
timothy, orchard grass, dlue grass 
and red top grass in this country 
are the usual causes. 

It is time to remind you, there 
fore, that the period of pre-season- 
al preventive treatment is at hand. 
Doctors who specialize in this 
treatment are somewhat divided as 
to whether the pre-seasonal or the 
perennial treatment is best. The 
perennial treatment means that 
immunization should take place all 
through the year. /Pre-seasonal 
treatment means immunization for 
about three or four weeks before 
the attack is expected. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 

R. E. Y.: “(1) Will you kindly 
give a list showing what foods 
produce an acid or alkaline reac- 
tion in the body? (2) Are citrus 
fruits helpful in preventing an acid 
condition which might make it 
easier for a cold to gain headway? 
(3) Do certain fruits cause eold 
sores or cankers?” 


Answer: (1) Foods which pro- 
duce an acid reaction are white 
bread, whole wheat bread, dried 
sweet corn, crackers, cranberries, 
eggs, egg white, egg yolk, haddock, 
pike, lean beef, chicken, frog, lean 
pork, rabbit, veal, oysters, oat- 
meal, peanuts, prunes, plums and 
rice. Those which produce an al- 
kaline reaction are almonds, ap- 
ples, asparagus, bananas, dried 
beans, dried lima beans, beets, 
cabbage, carrots, cauliflower, cel- 
ery, chestnuts, dried currants, 
lemons, lettuce, cow’s milk, musk- 
melon, oranges, peaches, dried 
peas, potatoes, radishes, raisins 
and turnips. (2) Citrus fruits 
are helpful in preventing an acid 
condition, but they have no influ- 
ence on colds. (3) Fruits do not 
prevent cold sores or cankers,

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Rapid Change 
In Methods 
Of Education

OT long ago there was a radio 
broadcast in which an Ameri- 
can boy, an English boy, and a 
Polish boy told of the games they 
play, the lessons they learn, and 
the films they see. 


‘ All three boys put “Mutiny on the 
Bounty” among their favorite mo- 
tion pictures. Many of the same 
actors were equally well known by 
all three, George Arliss, Shirley 
Temple and others. 

Truly it is a picture-minded gen- 
eration, and it illustrates the three 
stages of education. We take so 
many things for granted, as a mat- 
ter of course, that we do not see 
them. 


For ages all education was by the 
spoken word. There were a few 
manuscript books but few could 
either possess them or read them. 
In those days nearly all teaching 
was oral. 

Then came the invention of print- 
ing, and the Bible and other books 
could be read by the people, as well 
as heard. The result was, first, the 
Revival of Learning, then the Re- 
formation. 

Today we have two inventions al- 
most as epoch-making as the print- 
ing press—the motion-picture and 
the radio. Swiftly they are chang- 
ing educational methods. 

The cinema, as the English call 
it, will soon be as necessary in 
schools and colleges as books. In 
many places it is already so, both 
in England and America, and also 
in Poland. 

The church, too, is adapting itself 
to the changed methods, employing 
not only the spoken word but the 
picture. It speaks to the people, 
as at Pentecost, in the language 
wherein they were born. 

In the end nothing can take the 
place of oral teaching in school, 
or of preaching in church, but both 
will be wise if they appeal to all 
the senses in our picture-minded 
age.

Combine 
with the first mixture, heat but do 
not let boil. Have the sliced tips 
cooked until tender in a little milk 
and add to the soup. Season the 
last thing with salt, pepper and 
paprika. 


Roast Spring Lamb. 

Wipe a hindquarter of lamb 
with a damp cloth. Place in a 
roasting pan, salt and pepper and 
sprinkle with one tablespoon of 
crushed thyme and squeeze the 
juice of one lemon over top. Place 
in a hot oven covered, and for a 
six-pound roast cook for two hours; 
add one cup of water, reduce heat 
and let cook for one hour -longer.

When Dogs Need 
Care for Nails

N the prehistoric days when we 
J numans are said to have traveled 

on all fours, nobody needed to 
cut his nails. Fingernails and toe- 
nails alike must have been worn 
down to the needful shortness by 
constant scratching against the 
earth. Even as dogs’ toenails now 
remain automatically at the right 
length if the animal is allowed to 
lead a natural outdoor life. 

But too many dogs aren’t able 
to lead that kind of life. Hence 
some of them acquire nail trouble. 
And nail trouble may result in a 
bad case of lameness or possibly 
of permanent injury, if it is not 
looked after by an expert. 

Don’t try to manicure your dog. 
You don’t know how to do it: 
Neither do I. If you cut or trim 
his nails or use the file on them, 
you are liable to injure him. 

Keep a lookout for trouble with 
your dogs’ nails; especially those 
of you who live in town or who 
leave him otherwise barred from 
normal exercise.
